At the the May meeltng of the Bri.tol 


Borough Council the member* will be 
called upon to fix the tax rate for the en- 
suing year. In view of the fact tb»t not 
only ha* all new work upon the itreets 
been impended during the past year and 
need id repair* deferred, owing to the 
Street committee having had to part with 
a grc at portion of it» appropriation, but a 
legacy of debt ha* been left by the old 
organization which will have to be liqui- 
date'! by the present Council.

allies, the Reformed Dutch and German 
branches, and it is emphasized by over- 
tures, to be pressed this spring, from 
United Presbyterians, Associate Reformed 
and several other smaller Presbyterian 
organizations that have congregations in 
New York, asking for one General Assemb- 
ly tt, represent all Presbyterian bodies, 
each body to be permitted to retain its 
name nnd manage HB missionary and 
other internal affairs.

WOMEN DO NOT WANT TO VOTE. 
It is sometimes said by the opponents uf 


woman suffrage, that women will get the 
right to vote when they really want it. 
By which, is meant, I suppose thai when 
it appears that a large majority of the 
women of the state have come to the con- 
clusion that suffrage IB a desirable thing, 
that the franchise will be considerately 
conferred upon them by the men, either 
as an exhibition of chivalry, or from the 
compulsion of public opinion. The argu- 
ment is fallacious. 
The right of one 


woman to vote is not dependent upon 
whether or not another woman wants tn 
exercise the 
right, any moro than the 


right of one man to do the same thing 
should depend upon whether or not some 
other man wants to do BO. What man 
would tolerate 
the proposition that he 


should not go to the polls, and express by 
bis ballot his wishes respecting the men ( 
who are to be placed in authority over , 
him, 
the policy which is to be pursued 


in state or muincipal affairs, the amount 
of taxes which are to be raised, and the 
purpose for whicb they are to be expend- 
ed, unless his neighbor chooses to go, and 
should be denied the right if his neighbor 
ohoBe not to go, or cares nothing for it? 


Suppose the question were before the 


people for the Brat time, and some men 
were insisting that the male inhabitants 
should have it, would anybody regard it 
as a vatid argument to say that they 
should nov have it, unless all of them 
wanted it? And would men consent to 
have the question of whether they should | 
have it or not decided by some one else be- j 
sides themselves, for example, the women I 
of the state? I imagine that if snob were i 
the Bituation there wonld be something 
like a revolution, and that bullets and not 
ballots would finally settle the matter. Is 
it not really a monstrous proposition that 
no woman should have the right M vote, 
because there will always be some women 
who do not want it, and do not want any 
others to have it. 


The miniments of citizenship are not 


the gift of any man to any man, or any 
woman to any woman. 
They are the in- 


heritance of a free people. They spring 
out of very the loins of governments that 
"derive their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed." 
They are the 


necessary, rightful accessories of individ- 
ual 
accountability 
nnd responsibility, 


and of whatever reasonable and necessary 
dotieB are laid upon the members of 
society. My right to vote does not depend 
upon the pleasure, caprice 01 favcr of any 
other man, or of all other men. No more 
should that of women. If the right should 
be theirs, then it ia of no consequence 
whether all or a few desire it, or that 
some wonld refuse it if the choice were 
given them. 


Undoubtedly there are many women 


who are quite indifferent to this matter, 
many who would decline to vote if they 
had the right. But there are thousands 
of men who are entirely indifferent 
to 


the right,except in BO far as they can sell 
it once in two years; and hundreds of 
others care so little for it that they 
habitually refrain from voting and going 
to the polls. But because this is so, must 
they who consider that citizenship imports 
the discharge of the duties of citizenB, and 
who look upon the right of suffrage as in 
the nature of a trust and not a chattel 
that may be swapped off for so much rum 
or so much flour, be deprived of this capi- 
tal right and sovereign power? Surely 
not. 
And can any fair man offer any 


vu'id reason for applying a different rule, 
or different principles to the solution of 
he problem, when it affects the women of 
he community or the state, instead of the 
men?

and the laws granting the corporate exist- 
ence conferring power on said Directors 
to levy and collect from the stockholders 
such moneys (within certain limits), as 
their judgment suggests would beBt pro- 
tect, foster and advance the value of the 
invested capital and the interests and hap- 
piness of the stockholders?. 


As such a Board at the outset, would we 


not turn our attentions to the policies and 
principles that have been followed by our 
predecessors in office and aucli of those 
that we find identified with the prosperity, 
and 
advancement of our 
corporation, 


would we not adhere closely to, that our 
corporation has advanced in wealth, popu- 
lation and importance, we have ample evi- 
dence. 
We flnd that in the past seven 


years beginning with 1896 our assessed 
valuation has increased 23 per cent., while 
our population has also increased, and 
with these increases have come demands 
for the better and more efficient manage- 
ment in our public affairs.

cessive rears, haa been more liberal in ita 
administration of the affairs of the muni- 
cipality and maintained a rate of taxation 
which would meet tne fixed charges and at 
the same time permit of reasonable per- 
manent improvements. 


So gradually have the improvements in 


our municipal life been brought about, so 
gradually have municipal luxuries of some 
years back been transformed into muni- 
cipal necessities today, that it is hard to 
realize that eight years ago the policing of 
our town was done by one officer at a cost 
to the borough of $480; within three years 
it was done at the expense of $2189, and 
the gentlemen then comprising this body 
rested under the refreshing suBpicion that 
the officers paid to do night service divided 
their time asleep in the Town Hall or 
under tha shelter of some neighboring 
stable,

for their maintenance and improvements. 


Likewise with light. All of us can re- 


member the good old days when the moon 
was not scheduled to appear, how we 
luxuriated in gas and oil street lights, 
which spluttered out their illumination 
until midnight through glass panes, which 
were rarely washed, at a cost to the stock- 
holders of $2049.07 a year, as against close 
to $3200 last year for lights that burn 
brightly and regularly every night and all 
night, and yet tbe souls of some of our 
stockholders are already yearning for still 
greater efficiency through the introduction 
of arc lights. 


Ten years ago and prior to that time, 


upon our streets an annual average expen- 
diture of $1000 would be made; the year 
1884 witnensed the first movement in the 
direction of Improved highways construct- 
ed upon plans universally accepted as 
affording a smooth and hard surface for 
the transportation of heavy vehicles dur- 
ing all seasons. In that year $4200 was 
expended for that work and with but few 
exceptions each year has seen more or less 
of this work constructed, especially has 
this been true of the last three, in each 
one of which about $4000 has been ex- 
pended in permanent street work. 


According to the estimates (for the en- 


suing year now before you) of your Chair- 
man of Committee on Finance, Police, 
Fire, Sanitation and providing tor light, 
printing, etc., and allowing $2200 for 
maintenance of streets and needed and 
necessary repairs that are unavoidable 
each year, it will require a 60-oent rate. 
The expenses necessitating this rate hav- 
ing become such a part of the higher 
standard required by the people iu onr 
municipal life that any material lessening 
of them seems impossible; in this line, 
and prompted by a desire to continue the 
policy that haa been endorsed by our 
stockholders in the past, your Committee 
on Streets and Highways asks for $3000 to 
macadamize one of the most important 
thoroughfares in the corporate limits, a 
highway that drains the travel of an entire 
ward and Is the outlet of two of the im- 
portant Industrial establishments of tbe 
town. Apart from the great ease In travel 
saving in wear and tear both in wagons 
and horses, especially in bad weather, the 
improved health to those who live along a 
roadway well drained and free from inud 
that is continually breeding decay and
